To prevent imposition 
in tho event of a derision adverse to 
the State the Logislatiira four ye-irs 
ago passed a bill und made au appro- 
priation for the building of a new 
Prison at Reno.where, it was asserted 
convict labor, with the assistance of 
water power, could bo madi- moiv i-o- 
munerative thnn at Carson. Work was 
corumt'neeJ on the new Prison, ami | 
the amount appropriated expended i 
in laying the foundation and build- 
ing the walls. Carson, not caring to 
lose the Prison, has always looked 
with disfavor on the Reno strnctnro.
